2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

• Group I includes the special technical features of compressing, evacuating, and 
enclosing of the mineral wool product. The enclosing with the web/foil may be 
performed by hand. 

• Group II includes the special technical features of compressing, evacuating, and 
wrapping of the mineral wool product. The wrapping with the web/foil is 
performed by a structural wrapping means. 

The two groups of claims do not have the same technical features because the 
method does not require a structural wrapping means for performing wrapping. The 
method may be performed in which the enclosing is performed by hand. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of an invention to be examined even though the requirement may 
be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the 
elected invention.

The following claim(s) are generic: claims 1, 2, 6-10, 15 (when depending on 10), 
and 19. 

6. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

• the Species l-lll each have a different special technical feature as to when 
(after, before, or during, respectively) the enclosing of the mineral wool 
product occurs in relationship to the mechanical compression. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.
